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IM GEORGIA’S BETHLEHEM, THE PEOPLE OBSERVE THE BIRTH OF CHRIST 


Bethlehem, Ga., Tells the a 
Of Its Holy Far-Otf Namesake

BETHLEHEM, Ga., Dec. 22.—Ch&rols from the 
Methodist church break the silence of the night 
in this little town of Bethlehem, for it is the 
Christmas season and they’re rehearsing the 
pageant they'll present on Christmas Eve. 

And, naturally, one of the most popular carols 
here is— 

“QO little town of Bethlehem, how still we see 
thee lie! 

“Above thy deep and dreamless sleep, the 
silent stars go by.” 

They're telling the Christmas story in pag- 
eantry and they’re telling it in Scripture. Per- 
haps the best-loved version, says the Rev. Clyde 
E. Smith, is found in the second chapter of 
the Gospel of St. Luke: 

“And Joseph also went up from Galilee out 
of the city of Nazareth, into Judea, unto the 
city of David, which is called Bethlehem (be- 
cause he was of the house and lineage of David): 

“To be taxed with Mary, his espoused wife, 
being great with child. 

“And so it was that, while they were there, 
the days were accomplished that she should 
be delivered. 

“And she brought forth her first-born son, 
and wrapped him in swaddling clothes, and laid 
him in a manger, because there was no room 
at the inn. 

“And there was in the same country shep- 
herds abiding in the field, keeping watch over 
their flock by night. 

“And, lo, the angel of the Lord came upon 
them, and the glory of the Lord shone round 
about them; and they were sore afraid. 

“And the angel said unto them, fear not, for 
behold, I bring unto you good tidings of great 
joy, which shall be to all the people. 

“For unto you is born this day in the city 
of David a Savior, which is Christ the Lord.” 

And so tonight in Georgia’s Bethlehem the 
carols ring out from the portals of the little white 
Methodist church overlooking the town— 

“Joy to the world! The Lord is come! 
earth receive her King .., 

“It should be a joyous time, " says the Rev. Mr. 
Bmith, “and we should remember the significance 
of the day. I think that everyone, on Christmas 
Day, as they receive their gifts, should sing 
-— ‘Happy Birthday to Jesus.” 

The people should approach the Christmas 
observance in the spirit of the Three Wise Men 
from the East, thinks the Rev. Smith. They came 
to adore and worship the Christ child and to 
leave gifts— 

“Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem 
of Judea in the days of Herod, the king, behold 
there came wise men from the East to Jerusalem. 

Saying, “Where is He that is born King of the 
Jews? For we have seen his star in the East 
and are come to worship Him...” 

The visit here reminds me of another pil- 
grimage to Bethlehem, the Bethlehem of David 
and of Christ. It was on a matchless Christmas 
Eve two years ago... 

It was an unforgettable experience. All day 
long, and for days, the people had been pouring 
into Bethlehem and to nearby Jerusalem to be on 
hand as Christmas Eve slips into Christmas 
Day. 

They came on donkeys, on camels, in lorries, 
in airplanes and on that little train that labors 
through the Sinai desert from Cairo. And many 
of them walked. They were of many races and 
many creeds—Americans, English, Ethiopians, 
Arabians, Armenians, French, Chifese. It seemed 
that all of the peoples of the world were rep- 
resented there. 

There were fierce-looking Druses in hand- 
Some war dress and simple Bedouins in simple

galibeas. There was the khaki and military at- 
tire of every United Nation. There were the peo- 
ple who came to Bethlehem, their city, just as 
Joseph and Mary did in the long ago; their 
womenfolk wearing the quaint headgear and 
the colorful jackets and the full skirts of Cru- 
sader days. 

They all were converging on Bethlehem, the 
little town lying astride two, Judean hills, to 
be on hand for the birthday of Christ. By night- 
fall, there were some 40,000 of them, each eager 
to visit the grotto where He was born, and some 
hoping to be fortunate enough to be in attend- 
ance in the chapel of St. Catherine’s for the Mass 
which begins early Christmas Eve and continues 
till midnight. Then the anthems of the Francis- 
cans and the peal of the Christmas bells and the 
lighting of the Christmas star signal the usher- 
ing in of our Christmas Day. 

The Church of the Nativity is a large, drafty 
building built like a citadel over the cavern 
(in the days of Christ the people on cold nights 
would apeaeg their stock in caves) where Christ 
was born... because there was no room in the 
inn. 
The present structure was built in 330 by tne 
Emperor Constantine. There were many altéera- 
tions in the following centuries, but in the 
twelfth century the structure was completely 
restored by the Byzantine emperor. 

You enter the main hall of the Basilica by 
means of a small door built within a larger one 
(for fear of assault in bygone days, the middle 
door was walled up, leaving only this narrow 
low opening). The hall is traversed by four rows 
of monolithic columns of reddish limestone, The 
walls are decorated richly with mosaics. 

The grotto where Christ was born is reached 
by two flights of stairs, and the cave is illumi- 
nated by many candles. A large silver star marks 
the exact spot where ‘esus was born. The star is 
encircled with the Latin legend: “Hic de Vir- 
gine Maria Jesus Christus natus est.” 

The manger is situated on the north side 
of the grotto. Here is where the Wise Men from 
the East knelt in adoration of the Christ child. 
Near the manger is an altar dedicated to them. 

Bethlehem today is a city of some 7,000 per- 
sons, mostly Christian. It is a quiet town, with 
dwellings of reddish stone, situated on two hills 
which’ slope down in a succession of vine, olive, 
almond and fig-clad terraces. In these fertile 
valleys, on the first Christmas Eve, shepherds 
were watching their flock by night when the 
angel brought them good tidings of great joy; 
and long before that day, Ruth, the beautiful 
Moabitess of the idyll, gleaned corn, letting 
some slip onto the plain. 

About this time of the year, there is a nip 
of frost in the Bethlehem air and, as in America, 
pine trees are being sold on the street corners. 
The Christmas spirit lies heavy over the town. 
The shops are crowded with persons seeking 
gift selections from the handicraft spread. on 
cotton, wool and glittering artificial snow. The 
city is famous for its mother-of-pearl] works and 
for specialties made of olive wood and from a 
black substance called Dead Sea stone. 

I left Bethlehem about 3 o’clock Christmas 
morning, after attending the Mass in St. Cath- 
erine’s. As we circled those bare hills out of 
Jerusalem we kept seeing the large bright star 
of Bethlehem. It is a morning star and makes 
its appearance in the Palestine area each year 
about Christmas time. 

We drove all night through the Sinai desert, 
over the route which the Holy family took into 
Egypt when fleeing from Herod. Throughout 
the length of the drive, the only things we passed 
were shepherds, leading their camels along the 
desert road ... off into the direction of Beth-

Bevin, while said to be happy 
over the general cordial atmos- 
phere of the talks and their gen- 
eral trend, was reported not so 
optimistic over the eventual re- 
sults of the conference as the 
Americans, but was said to have 
contributed to a spirit of comrade- 
ship in his role as chairman at 
the formal meetings. 

Friday anl Saturday the mia- 
isters held informal sessions, dis- 
pensing with regular diplomatic 
procedure. The session Friday 
lasted four hours and 15 minutes, 
and was said to have accomplish- 
ed much work:

city of Peking in the little shops along the street of the Big and 
Little Embroidery, and along Jade street and Flower street, 
which are not streets at all, really, but are narrow cobblestonéd 
alleys which have been trading marts since Marco Polo used to 
dicker for silks and gems in Peking, in the days of Kubla 
Khan. 

There is no transportation problem in the city of Peking, 
and you do not have to stand up on a bus with somebody poking 
you in the flanks with the handlebars of a tricycle. You rise 
in the morning in your quarters to find your Number 1 boy 
bowing obsequiously and offering tea and addressing you as 
“master,” and you breakfast leisurely on eggs and ham, and 
then you go out into the bright golden sunshine of Peking’s 
streets and pick out your private transportation. 


Rickshaw Boys Swarms * 


You have a wide choice, for around the hotels where Ameri- 
cans live, and around the barracks where our troops are billeted 
the rickshaw boys cluster like flies and when you walk out in 
the morning they swarm over you, shouting and gesticulating 
and patting the seats of their rickshaws to show that the springs 
are easy and that the white cotton cover on the seat is freshly 
clean. 

But you do not pick out the rickshaw by its appearance 
alone. You take the longest look at the boy. Is he young and 
strong and seemingly light on his feet? Does he know a few 
words of English? This is a big help, for you do not wish to 
end up in the Tartar City when you wish to be carried to the 
Chinese City; nor do you wish to have him pull you up proudly 
before the gates of the ancient Forbidden City when you wish 
to be carried in the direction of the Gate of-.Celestial Peace. 

But mainly you must look to see if he is suffering with a 
cold, for a rickshaw boy, when he has settled to his run, does 
not wish to stop and fuss with a handkerchief. In fact, it is 
fairly certain that he does not have a handkerchief in the first 
place. For a rickshaw boy, when he is running, merely snorts 
like a horse, and this is sometimes greatly distressing to his 
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to duck. 
So you pick out a rickshaw 
and limb and whose 


boy who seems sound in wind 


rickshaw does not seem too decrepit, 
and then ,you dicker with him. He generally will ask 3,000 
dollars, Finese which is about $1.50 in American money. 
But if you shake your head sadly at such avarice, he will come 
down to about 1,500 dollars, Chinese, which is around 75 cents, 
American. And for this sum he is yours for the day. 

He will take you where you wish to go, will follow you into 
the shops and advise you, frequently without your asking for 
such advice, and if the shopkeeper seems to be robbing you, 
your rickshaw boy will join you in denouncing him. 


Boys Get Their ‘Squeeze’ 

This, of course, is all a fake, for he will come back later and 
get his squeeze—his commission on what you purchased, on the 
assumption that it was he who brought you there in the first 
place. And he will perform these services for you all day, and 
into the night, for the price of 75 cents, American. 

So you climb into his rickshaw, and the other rickshaw boys 
make insulting remarks in varied dialects, to which your rick- 
shaw boy responds, fervently, and you take off. 

If you are new to rickshaw riding you are a little embarrassed 
by having another human being pull you around like this, so 
you sit humped forward in the rickshaw, trying to appear in- 
conspicuous, but your rickshaw boy will soon put you straight 
on this. 

If you loll back, in the arrogant manner of the wealthy 
Chinese who ride in rickshaws, you will look, and feel, something 
like a fool. But you make it much easier on ycur rickshaw boy, 
because your weight then rests directly over the axles and his 
burden is easier. 

Then he merely gets the rickshaw rolling, and hooks his 
thumbs over the shafts to keep them from riding up, and he 
flies along like a bird, with the tires singing and his feet going 
plop, plop plop in a steady drumbeat on the smooth stones. 

Through the thronging traffic of Peking’s streets he takes 
you whizzing, missing by an inch the hubs of other conveyances,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(UP) | 


The state department Saturday 


announced U. S. recognition of 
the new republic of Yugoslavia. 
It added, however, that recogni- 
tion does not imply approval of 
policies of the present Yugoslavian | 
government. |

tended recognition to Marshal | 
Tito’s regime.’ Previously, both 
the United States and Britain had | 
considered Tito’s administration a 
purely provisional one, 


The United States in a note 
handed to Yugoslav Ambassador | 
Stanoje Simic by Acting Secretary | 
of State Dean Acheson said it as- | 
sumed the new republic would | 
take over Yugoslavia’s interna- | 
tional obligations and would re- | 
spect all treaties between the two 
nations. 

The VU. S. note did not say 
whether this country approved the | 
Tito regime’s conduct of the Nov. 
11 elections in which the Kara-

On the other hand, the note) 
gave no indication that the United | 
States believed personal liberties 
were being infringed upon in 
Yugoslavia.

ernment. The State Department 
said this government considered 
the people of Yugoslavia entitled 
to guarantees of civil liberties and 
free elections. 

The instructions also indicated 
that the United States felt Tito 
had violated the terms of his 
agreement with Dr. Ivan Suba- 
sitch, former foreign minister and 
leader -f the London Yugoslav 
in exile during the 
war. 

GUARANTEED LIBERTIES 


This agreement, which resulted 
in a coalition of the Tito and 
Subasitch groups approved by the 
Big Three at Yalta, called for a 
three-man regency which would 
act for King Peter until a plebis- 
cite could be held. It also guaran- 
teed personal liberties and a free 
election. 

“In view of conditions existing 
in Yugoslavia,” the instructions 


| said, “it cannot be said that those 


guarantees of freedom have been 
honored nor that the elections con. 
ducted on Nov. 11 provided oppor- 
tunity for a free choice of the peo- 
ple’s representatives.” 

Therefore, the instructions con 
tinued, “in the circumstances the 
United States government desires 
that it be understood that - the 
establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the present regime in 
Yugoslavia should not be inter- 
preted as implying approval of the 
policies of the regime, its methods 
of assuming control or its failure 
to implement the guarantees of 
personal freedom promised its 
people.”

Though thousands of miles lie between foreign-born Atlantans 
end their native heaths on far-distant shores, at this festive yule- 
tide, old and faithful traditions of their homelands will be observed, 
principally in Christmas menus. 

Among the most charming members of the British colony re- 

in the city, are Mr. and Mrs. Alan Tully who live on Peach- 
tree Battle avenue. Mrs. Tully is a native of Australia and, at the 
moment, is enjoying a visit from her mother, Mrs. Arthur Powell, 
of Melbourne. Tullys’ dinner menu will consist of traditional 
American dishes, including turkey and all of the tri ings, but 
English plum pudding is always served for desert—plum pudding 
that is famous the world over—topped with hard brandy sauce 
ong whipped cream and filled with money! Yes, it’s an old British 
ef that he who finds a piece of shining silver in his Christmas 
udding will be showered with luck all the following year. In 
land, six and three pence are steamed inside the pudding, 
for it is necessary to use silver which is first boiled, for steriliza- 
tion purposes. In this country, however, dimes are substituted. 
The Tullys’ pudding this year should be exceptionally delicious, 
for Mrs. Powell, with her “fresh from Australia touch,” will pre- 
pare it for the family herself. 

Mrs. E. V. Camp is another Atlantan of British extraction, 
who hails from Whitby, Canada. She and Mr. Camp reside at the 
Georgian Terrace. Always included on their Christmas dinner 
list are scalloped corn and rutabega turnips which are Yule-MUSTS 
in Canada. Plum pudding is the proverbial dessert, aglow with 
burning alcohol. 

ZABAIONE FROM ITALY 

Mrs. John Soule says she has succumbed whole 
heartedly to the typical American Christmas menu, she clings to 
two traditional dishes of her native Italy. The former Adelia Elas 
Rosasco, of Genoa, the attractive Army matron is the wife of Lt. 
Col, Soule, deputy chief of staff, at headquarters of the Fourth 
Service Command. 

Zabaione, or holiday Italian eggnog, is a MUST on the Soules’ 
Christmas Day menu. Made of egg yolks, it is measured by egg- 
. shell, one yolk per person. To each portion two eggshellifuls of any 
white wine is added, with a tablespoon of sugar, lemon rind, and 
a dash of brandy or rum for flavor. This is cooked in a double 
boiler until it coats the spoon. A drop of vanilla is added, and 
the liquid is poured into cups at once for serving. With the egg- 
nog, Mrs. Soule serves another Italian dish, sherry short crust, or 
small cakes which make a perfect accompaniment. 

Each year at Christmas the Soules serve the eggnog in exquisite 
covered custard cups of English bone china, an heirloom in Col. 
Soule’s family. The cups belonged to his mother’s family and 
were used when one of his maternal ancestors entertained His 
Majesty, King Edward VII, of England, when he visited in Canada, 

A quaint French custom is practised each year by the Thomas 
Fletchers who, with their children, Renee, Pete, Bill and Therese 
Fletcher Bindewald, have “reveillion” or, to anglicize it, an elabo- 
rate dinner, following midnight mass on Christmas Eve. Mrs. 
Fletcher, you see, is a native of France, her family having lived 
in and near Gay Paree. The dinner, to which a group of family 
friends are invited, begins with tasty onion soup. Old wine is 
served with each course, and after the guests depart, members of 
the Fletcher household gather around the glittering Christmas 
tree to open their presents. Then, off to bed in the wee small 
hours of the morning, for forty winks and visions of sugar plums 
before the dawning of Christmas morning. Cunning little Claire 
Yvonne Bindewald, infant daughter of Therese and Bill, will no 
doubt, have to save her fun for Christmas morning, for she is yet 
much too young to keep such late hours. 


FIT FOR A COUNT 

Mr. and Mrs, J. S. Fornara, of Springdale road, are natives of 
Piedmont, Italy, and ‘tis said that they run their household as it 
is done in the “old country.” Their main dish for Christmas dinner 
will be ravioli, and Sally hears that so expert is Mrs. Fornara in 
the art of cooking this delicacy, that on the occasion of Count 
Carlo Sforza’s visit here in 1937, he proclaimed it the finest he had 
tasted since he left his palatial villa in Italy. Count Sforza was 
head of the Free Italians and fled to the United States where he 
took up residence in New York. First on the-menu wil] be wine 
and specially-made hors d'oeuvres. Then comes soup, and next 
the ravioli either with roast or turkey, green peas or broccoli, and 
either Waldorf or a tossed salad. Last, but by no means least, 
will be charlotte russe for desert, made with lady fingers which 
Mrs. Fornara bakes herself. She doesn’t know just yet how many 
guests she will have on Christmas, but numbers seem to be of 
no consequence. When her son graduated from Tech, 42 were 
seated at the dinner table.

Getting back to the ravioli, in case you would like to know 
what's in it, here is Mrs. Fornara’'s_recipe: 

The breast of a chicken, pork and veal are baked, then ground 
fine with slightly boiled spinach, a little onion, clove of garlic and 
celery. Four eggs are added and-a handful of Parmesan cheese 
After this has meen prepared, it is placed between thinly rolled 
pastry in yard lengths (made entirely of plain flour, eggs and 
salt), and cut with a special contraption, into individual squares. 
These are boiled from seven to 10 minutes in broth and served 
with a good spaghetti sauce. 


SKVIRSKYS TO SERVE “KUTIA” 

Russia is well represented here by Leonid V. Skvirsky, who 
reveals some interesting Yuletide customs of his native land. 
Christmas is mostly for children there, although the grownups 
adhere to many century-old customs, foremost among which are 
special dishes for the Christmas menu. Mr. and Mrs. Skvirsky 
will serve “kutia” on Christmas Eve. This is made of boiled rice 
mixed with raisins and nuts, or whole grains of wheat boiled with 
honey until it becomes dark brown, then mixed with raisins and 
walnuts. Tis dish is served with a soup made of dried fruits, 
cooked without sugar. 

On Christmas Day, according to Mr. Skvirsky, Russian house- 
wives cover their tables with dishes of every description, allow- 
ing them to remain for two days, during which time they serve 
a tempting repast to all callers. The dishes, all cold, consist of all 
types of fish, whole suckling pigs served with the famous horse- 
radish sauce, turkeys and smoked geese, and ham. There are also 
samovars of piping hot tea, which is enjoyed with drinks of 
brandy or vodka.

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A Concrete Plan To Aid the Veteran 


The federal government has taken di- 
hect action to aid at least a portion of the 
nation’s servicemen in their housing di- 
lemma. 


Following President Truman’s sugges- 
tion, the Civilian Production Administra- 
tion has set up a special priority on ten 
Scarce building materials. Fifty per cent 
of these materials—brick, sewer pipe, 
structural tile, gypsum board, gypsum 
lath, cast iron soil pipe, cast iron radiation 
equipment, bathtubs, lumber and mill- 
work—will be channeled into construction 
of houses selling or renting to veterans at 
$10,000 or $80 monthly, respectively. 


The new priority system, activated by 
authority of the second war powers act, 
will be administered through the 52 field 
offices of the FHA. It will work along 
these lines: 


1. Applicants for the so-called “H. H.” 
priority must submit specifications on 
homes to be built under the program; 
along with the price or rental at which 
the dwelling will be made available to 
veterans of World. War II, including mer- 
‘chant seamen. The FHA must be satisfied 
that the proposed price or rent is “reason- 
ably related to the cost of the proposed 
accomodations.” 


2. Builders must show they will be 
ready to start construction within 60 days. 
They also must demonstrate that they 


have effective control of the land; that 
financing is assured, and that arrange- 
ments have been made for local building 
permits, utility services and the like. If 
construction has not been started within 
60 days, the H. H. rating becomes void 
and a new application must be filed. 


3. In the case of a resale, veterans or 
other purchasers are pledged to a 30-day 
waiting period during which the dwelling 
must be offered exclusively to other vet- 
erans. The sale must be made at or below 
the maximum sales price originally paid. 


The new priority on the ten scarce 
items will also be available for converting 
existing facilities to the use of veterans 
and for educational institutions which wish 
to provide housing for students attending 
under the GI Bill of Rights. 


While this priority system cannot be 
expected to solve the extremely critical 
housing shortage, it will be of considerable 
assistance. It is an intelligent approach to 
the problem and should produce results. 


Meanwhile, of course, there is an im- 
mediate and continuing need for all of 
us to do everything possible to find and 


convert vacant space to the use of re- 


turning servicemen. And for state and 
local authorities to take fullest advantage 
of the many surplus accommodations 
which the federal government is daily 
making available.

Georgia’s fine high school girls, most 
of them in the Future Homemakers’ As- 
sociation of FFA, have canned and sent 
to Europe many thousand cans of good 
Georgia fruits and vegetables. 


’ Those young ladies will enjoy their 
Christmas better, perhaps, than many 
others of us. What they have done is in 
the real spirit of Christmas. They have 
ministered to the hungry and the destitute 
and wretched. All over the state the girls 
have worked at this project as one of their 


contributions to the starving peoples of 
the world. Persons who otherwise would 
have died will live because of their work 
and generosity. 


In addition, they have earned money 
for their “chapters” by making and sell- 
ing Christmas gifts and presenting Christ- 
mas entertainments. 


This idea of the vocational agricul- 
tural departments in arranging for the 
homemaking club and activities is a good 
one. The Constitution commends it as part 
of a program for a better Georgia.

About This 


Time, 1,945 Years Ago 


About this time, 1,945 years ago today— 
The great caravan road from the great sea 
to Damascus runs through the town of Nazareth. 

Nazareth was a place to water camels, to buy a few dates, a cup 
of wine. It was not, as the high priests and the Roman politicians 
were to say later on, much of a place. 

But 1,945 years ago it was thronged. The filthy beggars, the 
blind, the lepers, the women with deformed and sick children, sat 
by the roadside as the rich caravans and the poorer families on foot 
with their goods on a donkey or so, went along the great route. 
They held up their hands and begging bowls, whining. 

Along the way there were the silver maples, the tall eucalyptus 
trees with their graceful trunks and aromatic leaves, the rocks 
and sand of the arid sections, eroded by winds and blowing sand. 


Pageant It was a dusty route but the throng could not fail to 

be picturesque. Great Caesar Augustus had ordered 
that all the world should be taxed. It was a boastful phrase, but 
almost a_ true one. Because, surely, the great Roman authority 
extended to almost all the world. There were places where wild 
men dwelt and where barbarians still eluded the Eagles and the 
Legions of Rome. But the phrase was no idle one. 

Each man was to go to his city to be taxed, and so from Galilee, 
out of the city of Nazareth, unto the city of David, which is called 
Bethlehem, went Joseph and his family, of the House of David. 

They were a part of the never-ceasing throng; the bubbling, 
stinking camels, the patient donkeys, the swirling dTist, the small 
villages with their inns, their wine and foodshops, the women with 
their shawls; the camp fires at night where there was no town or 
inn; the sudden filling of a small town and the noise of it, shouts 
and cries as the drivers screamed at camels and vendors shouted 
their wares; the smells of cooking mutton and lamb; the bazaars 
with their lanes where the metal workers, the weavers, the sellers 
of herbs and fish and bread and sweet cakes sat and shouted their 
prices. 

And so, they went on to Bethlehem, the family with the mother 
great with child ... to be taxed. . 


Story It is too bad that some hundreds of years were to pass 
before the writing of the Gospels. The facts remain, 
but in the centuries of telling much had been lost and some that 
is irrelevant inevitably had crept in. 

One would like to know more about Mary, the mother. Still, 
it was not then a custom to pay much attention to women. They 
came and they went, patiently, doing ,the work while the men 
talked. 

What was she thinking along the dusty, noisy road? Probably 
not a great deal. She cannot have been other than tired and sick. 
They were humble people and they did not eat too well. They had 
no influence. When they came to the crowded city of Bethlehem 
they could not find anyone who would let them have a room. There 
undoubtedly was then, as now, a black market in rooms at the 
inn. Somehow those with the great caravans had rooms. But 
Joseph was a simple man from a small, unimportant town. It is 
likely they took the place in the stable as a great stroke of fortune. 
Their home cannot have had many comforts greater than a manger 
well filled with straw. 

It would be a good thing for us, too, if we had the story of His 
childhood. Babies die like flies, even today, in the Middle East. 
The laws of Moses as to food, good laws to this day, even though 
refrigeration and inspection of meats have come, were their only 
protection against intestinal parasites, dysentery and so on. There 
was no defense against flies, plague of the Pharaohs and the 
dreaded trachoma flourished. The milk was bad. 

Not until He was 12 do we know anything of His childhood. He 
lived, he grew, he played with the crude toys, his mother sang to 


him, cared for Him. 

’ That she loved Him, we know. But only once do 
His Mother we get a hint of a mother’s heart and her small 
child. They were not too concerned with her. But Luke reports 
that every year the family went to Jerusalem to the Feast of the 
Passover. When the feast was done they departed. It was a large 
family, really a part of the tribe of David, with a great number of 
children and persons and donkeys and probably a few sheep driven 
along for food. So it was not until nightfall of the first day’s jour- 
ney they missed one of the many children, the 12-year-old called 
Jesus. They went among the many family groups, asking if He 
were playing or visiting there. He was not. So they turned back 
to Jerusalem, going, apparently, all that night. 

The plain fact seems to have been that the 12-year-old boy had 
run away. It was three days, searching through the old walled 
city, before they found him. He was at the temple, talking with 
the students and rabbis. His questions and answers amazed them 
and his worried parents. 

His mother asked, “Son, why hast Thou thus dealt us?” 

The translator seems to have strained a bit with the answer. 
As I read the best research the answer should have been, “Know 
ye not that I must be about my father’s house?” But the trans- 
lator, seeking to reveal the mind, made it read “business.” 

But his mother, we read, though she scolded him, though she, 
being unlettered, did not understand, nevertheless kept her boy’s 
answers in her secret heart.”

The Economic Bill of Rights 


The phrase “economic bill of rights” has a magical quality like 
“liberal” and “progressive.” Just attach one of these words to a 
measure and critics back down as though before a fetish. But in 
a world where progress moves on crutches conservatism may mean 
in some cases the last stand of liberty and common sense. , 

Few “liberals” are likely-to reveal the illiberality of part of the 
proposed federal health scheme. Some of it is excellent. A wide- 
spread hospital construction program is urgently necessary, and for 
that the government can make the economic grant of credit. The 
national science research proposals are all right, if it is possible 
to keep the direction in the hands of competent medical scien- 
tists and not a political czar. 

The main part of the proposed measures—universal compulsory 
federal insurance against illness of every wage and salary earner 
by a tax of 4 per cent on his income up to $3,600 will, if past expe- 
rience elsewhere is a guide, mean vast overpayment for inferior 
services; that the poor pay for the rich, and not the other way 
around, and that income that should go for illness: prevention in 
the form of nutrition, clothing and shelter will be forcibly extracted 
to pay for the results of deprivation. The only people who will 
profit will be the mew ranks of bureaucrats, two for every physi- 
cian, supported by the people’s contributions. The expenditure 
for ink will exceed that for iodine. 


On the matter of state medical care through en- 
Precedent forced: contribution there is plenty of evidence. 
Like Communism and Naziism, it is a German invention arising out 
of Bismarck’s concept of the providential state that would forever 
prevent revolt by tying the very existences of the people into it. 

Under the administration’s plan everyone who works would, 
during the lifetime of his earning power, pay 4 per cent of his 
income up to $3,600. An employe with an income of $2,000 per year 
would pay $80. One with an income of $3,600 would pay $144. 
Everybody working would contribute—perhaps three or four of the 
same family. Any employe with an income above $3,600—a sal- 
aried man with an income of $10,000, a movie actor with income 
of $200,000—would also pay $144. 

In private medicine, completely apart from the many co-opera- 
tive nonprofit group insurance schemes in operation, physicians 
daily perform millions of dollars’ worth of free services. Their 
wealthy patients help finance the indigent. This is not a proper 
situation, but it is more just than the government bill. 

If the cost of the services offered in return for 4 per cent of 
annual income are compared with those offered by the many co-op- 
erative schemes in existence, the price is exorbitant—as well as 
compulsory. Mutual nonprofit schemes cover, for instance, some 
23,000,000 industrial workers. One of these, under which 2,300 
companies are insured, provides for $60 per year, medical care for 
all workers plus their dependents, in home sickness, accident, hos- 
pitalization, surgical services—up to a fee of $150—laboratory fees 
up to $30 per year—and physicians’ care up to 50 visits. 

I myself am in a group insurance which provides hospitalization 
for my whole family for $24 per year. 


Co-ops Co-operative medical schemes are voluntary, efficient, 

cheap of administration and cheap for the participants 
and could be standardized on a high level. State schemes are 
bureaucratic, heartless and open to dangerous collusion between 
assembly-line physicians and patients at the public cost—as those 
know who have lived under them. The novelists are the best 
reporters. Those who think this proposal is “progress” should read 
“How Green Was My Valley,” “Little Man What Now?” and “Karl 
and the Twentieth Century” for light. 

Self-employed farmers, for instance) are to pay 5 per cent of 
their incomes. On $3,600 that is $180 per year, or nearly 50 cents 
a day! . 

Ordinary bouts of sickness in the average family can be dealt 
with; the real crises are those that require hospitalization and 
surgical services, and these usually occur only a few times in one’s 
life. Even as an individual, without benefit of group insurance, one 
can provide for a limited amount of miscellaneous services, opera- 
tion costs and 70 days of hospitalization for as low as $17 per year— 
depending on age and state of health—through private insurance 
companies. a

JOHN 
eure Meritorious Wor k 
Would Save Taxes 


Gov. Arnall has saved the state a million 
dollars by paying debts ahead of time. More 
dollars could be saved for the taxpayers if the 

state would tighten up on the efficiency of its workers. This can 
be done if the legislature, at its January session, passes a merit 
System bill. By passing a merit bill, the solons can replace Geor- 
gia’s costly system of handing out state jobs to inexperienced 
workers and political parasites as political plums with an effi- 
cient system of career state workers. 

Enlarging the merit system to include all state workers but 
policy-forming boards and elective officials has the hearty approval 
of the taxpayers, as evidenced by adoption of the new constitu- 
tion. The legislature wants a merit system. This was shown by 
a. poll of the members made a year ago by The Constitution, and 
further proven when they wrote into the new state constitution 
the merit system provisions. Most of the present state employes— 
who would not be frozen into their jobs, contrary to false re- 
ports—want the merit system. When they pass examinations they 
would become permanent employes, and could not be fired for 
political reasons when administrations change. More state depart- 
mental heads are beginning to favor a civil service system, after 
watching the workings of the merit system for the departments of 
labor, welfare and health during wartime, and after being shown 
that the merit council will help discharge rather than protect an 
inefficient worker. 


; Retirement pensions for state workers 
Retirement Offer can be made possible only under a merit 
system, State Merit System Director Edwin Swain says. Except for 
the teacher retirement system, which was created by constitutional 
amendment, no state department can set up a retirement system 
except under the merit council. Rep. Marion Ennis, of Baldwin 
county, has a bill in the legislature now to set up a retirement 
system for the employes covered by the present merit system. When 
the merit system is broadened to include employes of all depart- 
ments, the legislature is authorized by the new constitution to set 
up a retirement system for all these employes. Swain estimates 
this could be done at a cost of about $300,000 annually, with the 
federal government matching part of it and the employes contribut- 
ing to the fund. (The state is putting $1,000,000 annually into the 
teacher retirement fund, which does not receive federal aid.) The 
retirement feature would help attract efficient workers who would 
want to make state government their career. 

Career men and women in state government would save tax- 
payers thousands of dollars, Swain believes. Today many workers 
spend a large part of their time learning their jobs, and the clos- 
ing half of their administration campaigning for the re-election of 
their bosses—giving the state little service as experienced workers. 
A merit system helps the departmental heads hire the best avail- 
able workers, bans politics and keeps check on the workers to see 
that they are worth the money they are getting. There are said 
to be still a few persons drawing state salaries for doing virtually 
nothing—being placed on the payroll as political payoffs. 


2 A major accompHshment of the present 
Accomplishments merit council has been the uniform classi- 
fication of employes of the departments of labor, welfare and 
health, and the establishment of a uniform pay scale for these three 
departments. This means that a stenographer working in one of 
these departments draws the same salary as a stenographer of the 
same rank in the other department. If this were extended to all 
departments, it would end the practice of departmental heads 
stealing each other’s employes curing labor shortages and would 
end the dissatisfaction of employes who do the same kind of work 
but do not draw the same pay as their colleagues in other depart- 
ments. A person is classified according to ability and paid accord- 
ing to ability—not political friendship. The council has established 
uniform leave regulations, giving employes similar amounts of vaca- 
tions. It has a modern record system for accounting for all em- 
ployes. During the wartime, when labor was scarce, the merit 
council was able to recruit workers for their departmental heads 
more successfully than many departments which did not offer the 
job-security of those covered by a merit system. 

Passage of a merit system bill is the major piece of legislation 
left pending when the legislature recessed last spring. A _ substi- 
tute bill is being drawn which will provide: (1) Open competition 
as a method of choosing public employes; (2) Selection by practi- 
cal and scientific methods of the most competent personnel avail- 
able: (3) Equal pay for equal work; (4) A career service conditioned 
upon meritorious performance of work, and (5) Right of appeal 
from any or aH personnel action. There is nothing in these pro- 
visions that would be detrimental to the taxpayers footing the 
bill, or to the departmental heads or state employes conscientiously 
willing to give efficient service. .

Patton, one of the most vivid 
figures in American military his- 
tory, will be laid to rest Christmas 
Eve in a U, S. military cemetery 
at Hamm, Luxembourg, in soil 
hallowed by the blood of his fel- 
low fighting men in the gallant 
U, S. Third Army. 

As dusk descended over this old 
university city, a regulation Army 
ambulance bearing the body 
moved out of the yard of the 130th 
Station hospital, where Patton 
died late Friday (11:50 a.m., EST.) 
A staff car and three military po- 
lice jeeps flashing red lights 
escorted the machine. 

Silent American soldiers stood 
stiffly at attention, their arms 
raised in salute, as the procession 
wound through the twisting cob- 
blestone streets. Stolid Germans 
watched unemotionally. 
TRIBUTES POUR IN 

The Third and Seventh Armies, 
both of which Patton had com- 
manded with brilliant military 
success, will share responsibility 
for the services. Third Army sol- 
diers will officiate at the final 
services at the grave Monday on 
a historic battleground where just 
a year ago Patton helped cut short 
the last major bid of the German 
army—the bitter Battle of the 
Bulge. .

LOOK OUT, TENNESSEE 


By BILL BORING, 
Constitution Staff Writer. 

NASHVILLE, Ga., Dec. 22.—If 
the people up in Tennessee aren’t 
going anywhere, won't they please 
get out of Nashville, Georgia’s, 
way? 

The trouble with Nashville, 
Tenn., thinks Mayor W. K. Gas- 
kins, of Nashville, Ga., is that it 
hasn’t budged an inch since An- 
drew Jackson’s day. 

“All they’re doing today is -sit-| 
ting up there reading our mail,” | 
he says, “and bottlenecking our | 
railway express shipments.” | 

Mayor Gaskins wants the whole 
world to know—and particularly | 
the postal and railway shipping | 
clerks—that there’s a NASH-| 
VILLE, GA. 

He doesn't believe there’s room 
in the South for two big cities 
with the same name, but says the 


business at the same old stand 
and under the same old name for 
quite some years to come. 

Now Nashville, Ga., has a lot of 
ground to cover before she'll be 
as large as Nashville, Tenn., but 
she’s on her way. She’s alive and 
growing while her Tennessee cous- 
ins are dead and standing still, 
according to the best trend of 
thinking here. 

She’s doubled her population in 
the last four years and in the 
past year has quadrupled her in- 
dustrial productive power. And 
she’s the fastest-growing city in 
Georgia and the VU. S. A. Any- 
body in Nashville will tell you 
that. * 

But you don’t have to have 
'someone tell you of Nashville’s 
growth. You run smack into it 
anywhere you turn. 

Stretching itself alongside a 
Georgia & Florida railroad siding 
is a whaling-big structure of con- 
crete blocks—spanking new. It’ll 
house the Nashville, Ga., Packing 
'Co., a subsidiar- of the Manhattan 
Pickle Co., of Chicago. 

LAND OF GREAT PRODUCE 

The Nashville, Ga., Packing 
Co. will process and package the 
cucumbers, beans, okra, cabbages 
and other varieties of vegetables 
grown on truck-farming lands of 
Berrien county. 

J. A. Weinberg, president of the 
parent company, thinks so much 
of the possibilities of such a good 
processing plant here, and of the 
productiveness of Berrien’s soil, 
that he’s planning to leave the 
Chicago business to his brothers 
and nitch permanent camp here. 

“This land will grow more 
things to eat,” he says. “than any 
other land in the world.”

The story of a city boy 
who made good — and went 


to a small town to doit... 


ENRY BEETLE HOUGH is one man who 

has answered for himself an old debate: 
the excitement of the city vs. the peace of the 
country. For 25 years Hough has edited the 
“Vineyard Gazette’’ — a small weekly news- 
paper on the island of Martha’s Vineyard, 
five miles off the Massachusetts coast. 

In its way, the ‘“‘Gazette’”’ and its editor are 
components for a success story — but not a 
success story in the traditional’ American 
sense. 

The paper hasn’t made mountains of 
money and its enterprise hasn’t created vast 
numbers of jobs. It is success on a small scale 
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— success viewed through the wrong end of 
a telescope. 

Hough hasn’t gotten rich — and he hasn't 
gotten high blood pressure. At 49, the fringe 
of hair he has left is still black. He has the 
satisfaction of knowing that he publishes one 
of the best country newspapers in America. 

Since 1920 he and his wife Betty have been 
editors, publishers, owners of the “‘Gazette.”’ 
In addition, they have also been typesetters, 
printers, ad solicitors — doing jobs requiring 
a hundred specialists on a city paper. 


Started in the City 


Born the Houghs started out city fashion. 
They were graduated from the Columbia 
School of Journalism. For two years they did 
publicity work in New York and Chicago. 
Having little taste for the hurry of the city, 
they began looking for a weekly newspaper. 


They decided on the ancient “Gazette,” 
founded in 1846. The paper, which cost 
$5,000, was as discouraging an enterprise as 
ever faced two young people. The go-getter 
era was just beginning. At first glance, the 
paper had as little place then as an oxcart. 

It had g circulation of 600 and was as re- 
laxed as an autumn cider festival. Island mer- 
chants didn’t bother to change their ads from 
year to year. Thus, January might find one 
of them advertising bathing suits and 
July find another advertising fur caps. 

The paper’s office was upstairs over a gro- 
cery store in Edgartown, one of the six small 
towns on the island. Its press was an ancient, 
hand-cranked affair made shortly after the 
Civil War. A little figuring showed that if 
every inch of every issue of the paper were 
devoted to advertising, the paper would still 
take in only $12,000 a year. This was before 


any expenses for salaries were deducted. 

Hough, thin, lanky, quiet, had sharp notions 
about what a country paper should be. Its 
job was to report the details of every-day life. 
It shouldn’t strive for sensation. 

At first the job was trying. A boom-voiced — 
stranger came up the stairs the first day 
announcing: ‘‘I’ve come to beat up the edi- 
tor.” He was joking. But others weren't. 
An excited barber once came with a razor. 

Many people took exception to Hough's 
reporting. One irate subscriber complained 
about a story on a divorce trial. He hadn't 
thrown his wife down the stairs in Vineyard 
Haven. It was in Oak Bluffs. 

Some resented court cases being reported 
in the paper. Hough patiently pointed out 
that truth had a certain dignity, and that it 
was better to have such news in the paper 
than have gossip make it much worse. But 
he did move court news off the front page to 
an inside page. 

One man, arrested for drunkenness, agreed 
that the story should be printed. But he 
wanted it printed on the church page. Sum- 
mer visitors probably wouldn't see it there. 


Cub Reporters are Headaches 


SuMMER visitors swell the island’s normal 
population of 5,000 to 40,000. During the 
summer the ‘“‘Gazette’’ publishes twice a 
week. Young reporters, hired to help out, 
are a constant worry. One interviewed a man 
nearing 90 who swam each day and did fancy 
diving. The young reporter wasn’t particu- 
larly impressed and headed her story: ‘*‘Por- 
trait of a Tory.’’ Hough caught it in time. 

Then there was the time a young niece of 
the late Alexander Woollcott had the job of 
writing imaginary interviews with pets of 
prominent people. She interviewed her moth- 
er’s dog, quoted the dog as saying that he was 
far better liked than the children. The girl’s 
mother agreed. The dog, she wrote the 
paper, was more affectionate and had 
better manners than her children. 

Most city people have the feeling that 
nothing much happens in the country. Hough 
doesn’t agree. He wouldn’t have traded an 
aisle seat on the opening night of a hit play 
for the sight of an ancient dowager bossing a 
Memorial Day parade. School children, ready 
to head the line of march, were in an almost 
hopeless snarl. The old lady, black satin 
rustling, waded in and observed: ‘“Things are 
all bollixed up here... ”’ 


“Gazette’’ Gets Sea Moss 


Reapers have an affection for the paper 
probably unmatched elsewhere in the news- 
paper world. Once an 80-year-old man rode 
a bicycle six miles to bring the “‘Gazette”’ a 
communication — a story on sea moss. The 
old man’s name was Xenophon D. Tingley. 

The ‘Gazette’ developed taboos against 
mentioning either false teeth or chewing 
tobacco. For a while, the paper devoted a 
large amount of space to describing refresh- 
ments served at social gatherings. Hough 
decided olive sandwiches and mixed sweet 
pickles were getting too much space. Refresh- 
ments would just be “‘delicious.”’ But even 
this became tedious, so now it is simply 
announced that refreshments were served. 

Hough limits ““Gazette’’ coverage strictly 
to local news. On occasion he has broken this 
rule. When war broke out in Europe on Sep- 
tember 1, 1939, he felt that future historians 
might want to know what kind of day it was 
on the island. He wrote a detailed weather re- 
port as his contribution to coverage of World 
War II. 

High pressure promotion has always left 
him completely cold. If the paper was good 
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enough people would read it. Yet, on one 
occasion he slipped. Through an advertising 
trade, he acquired 500 razors. He ran an ad, 
offering a razor free with each new subscrip- 
tion. No one was particularly interested and 
one old man was openly hostile. Asked if he 
wanted a razor when he paid for a subscrip- 
tion he looked long and hard at the editor 
and said: “I’d ruther not have a razor.”’ 


“Quaint’’ is an Irritation 


OccasIONALLY, visitors to the “Gazette” are 
an irritation — especially the ones who con- 
sider the paper “‘quaint.’’ Nearly all are free 
with advice on how it should be run. Hough 
keeps his unruffled good manners. But Joe 
Allen, the paper’s one reporter, says: ‘‘I would 
throw them out like cordwood.”’ 

Another irritation: professional journalists 
who insist that country editors should be 
good businessmen. Hough’s contention is the 
opposite. He points to the case of a man who 
was billed for a subscription. The stubborn 
New Englander wrote back that he would 
pay in “‘equitable’’ time. 

He sent the same reply to a second bill. 
Hough waited to see what “equitable’’ time 
would be. It was six months. The man wrote 
that the “Gazette’”’ had taken a chance on 
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him for six month and that he, in his turn, 
would take a chance on the “‘Gazette’”’ for six 
months. If the editor had used high pres- 
sure methods he might have lost this reader. 


The “Gazette”’ is run in an amiable way. 
No one gives orders. If a printer feels like 
writing a story, he writes it. If someone feels 
like setting type, he pitches in. There are no 
office hours in the usual sense. Each knows 
what there is to be done; when the job is fin- 
ished he can go fishing. It works out well, too. 

Only occasionally is this calm _ broken. 
When a hurricane struck the island on Sep- 
tember 14, 1944, power failed and communi- 
cations with the mainland were cut off just 
as the paper was going to press. Hough and 
a printer managed to get across the stretch 
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PLEASANT: The “Gazette” has its own building, a trim New iend < cottage 


of wild water to the mainland. They-set the 
paper in New Bedford and printed it in 
Plymouth, Mass. The edition was late but 
complete to the last detail - 
houses blown away and trees uprooted. 

The ““Gazette’”’ has prospered to a point 
where it now has a building of its own —a 
pleasant, shingled New England cottage. The 
reception room has comfortable rocking- 
chairs, an open fireplace, hooked rugs on the 
floor. The office dog, a friendly collie, greets 
all visitors, is especially kind to advertisers. 
Circulation has climbed steadily from 600 to 
4,200. Every family on the island gets the 
paper, other copies go outside: to summer 
visitors who subscribe the year round, to sol- 
diers overseas. 

Editors Reprint His Editorials 
Houcu writes obituaries, sets type a day or 
two a week and pedals about town on his 
bicycle soliciting - advertising. His beauti- 
fully written editorials have been reprinted 
in many major U. S. newspapers. They cover 
everything: life on whaling ships, barn swal- 
lows, free speech, island history, the heresy 
of putting tomatoes in clam chowder. 

Crowded as his day is, he finds time for 
other things. He invented a typesetting ma-

down to hen- 


chine, made detail drawings of it for a patent 
application. When no one was interested, he 
used the drawings as Christmas cards. He 
writes for national magazines and has written 
four books —- one of them being the best- 
seller, ““Country Editor.” 

One thing makes him really angry — 
when someone challenges his right to 
print news. During a small outbreak of 
typhoid fever, authorities were afraid that 
printing it would drive away summer visitors 
with their lucrative trade. But Hough printed 
the story. Local citizens learned that a stub- 
born man resides behind Hough’s mild ex- 
terior. They also recognize his unassailable 
reputation for fairhess and square dealing. 

Hough is, in sum, a city boy who made 
good in the country. He respects small things 
the way other men respect big things. 

He says that up to now all generations have 
found it difficult to understand bigness: tre- 
mendous figures, cities, steamers and wars. 
But he thinks perhaps that now it is more 
difficult for people to formulate an idea of 
smallness. Many think that anything small 
is simply an early and imperfect version of 
something: big. 

“This,” says Country Editor Hough, 
“isn’t so.” The End

Heading For Home 


It was the Bos’n, 10 minutes later, who 
broke the news to us. We were to leave in the 
morning. There was jubilation aboard the 
Iron Duke that night. 

Two years, however, is a long time in the 
life of an old freighter that has been buffeted 
around the seas without the proper attention 
due her in dry dock. No sooner had the city 
skyline dropped below the horizon than we
